INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) March 12.— 
Hugh ‘Campbell, treasurer of the ‘Bee 
Hive Loan ASsociation for nine years, 
voluntarily went before the grand jury 
yesterday and confessed to having em-’ 
bezzled the associaTion’s funds 
three years at the rate of $8 a week. 
An investigation showed that the man 
was telling the truth and he was in- 
dicted. The papers were turned into 
court, Campbell ‘pleaded guilty and 
was given a two-years’ sentence,

Accordingly, Mead o:fered an 
amendment appropriating $25,000 when 
the Assembly bill came up for hearing 
late this afternoon, and by the united 
efforts of the delegation, the amend- 
ment was carried. There is hope of get- 
ting the bill through the House, -ut 
its reception in the Senate is doubtful. 
Mr. Mead has seen some of'the more 
prominent: members of the opposition 
in the Senate, including Senator Doty 
of Sacramento and says he thinks they 
will allow the Omaha bill to pass. He 
told them he did not care to sacrifice 
one of his own bills unless there was a 
reasonable show for passing this appro- 
priation bill, and those whom he saw 
virtually admitted that they would not 
fight the reduced appropriation. 
Mead’s Exposition Bill displaces his 
Building and Loan Bill. The Assem-

It 
will be noted that the act specifically 
decrees that the action of the majority 
shall be final. When the board, and a 
a majority constitute the board prac- 
tically, reports, its functions terminate.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—[Special 


Dispatch.) Citrus fruits will be pro- 


tected in the Dingley Tariff Bill by a 
duty of not less than three-fourths of 
a cent a pound. The decision was 
reached today at a conference between 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and Messrs. Snow, Daniels and 
\Allen, of the Citrus Growers’ Associa- 
tion. Col. Otis, J. G. Griffith and ex- 
Congressman McLachlan, who arranged 
the meeting, were also present. The 
conference was in reality a luncheon 
at Chamberlain’s, 

‘Mr. McLachlan outlined to the full 
committee the arguments in favor of 
placing the rate by the pound rather 
than the cubic foot, as has heretofore 
‘been the rule. Mr. Snow followed with 
figures on the production cost, and Mr. 
Allen gave a comprehensive review of 
freights and other expenses. Each mem- 
ber dealt with some feature, and all 
answered the questions put to them 
by members of the committee, who 
showed great interest in the new phase 
of the subject. 

After the conference closed the Ways 
and Means Committee members retired 
to their rooms ; ‘and immediately took 
@ vote upon the question. It was 
nanimously decided to change the 
basis of the rate. On the duty the com- 
mittee split; five voting for a tariff of 
1 cent per pound and five for % a cent 
@ pound’ It was explained that 1 cent 
per pound meant 60 cents a box, or an 
increase of 50 per cent. over the duty 
already adopted, while one-half meant 
a reduction of 25 per cent.

THREE WAYS OUT OF THE DIF- 
FICULTY FOR GREECE. 


If King George Were to Abdicate it 
Would Relieve the Situation. 
Greek Warships in. a Peril-_ 
ous Position.

‘ATHENS, March 12.—The Cretan 
question is passing through a period of 
quiesénce, a lull having followed the re- 
ply of the Greeks to the powers, and 
everybody seems to be wondering where 
and when the storm will break out 
afresh. In spite of the repeated asser- 
tions made in different capitals of Eu- 
rope that the powers are acting in con- 
cert, it is remarked here that if this 
was the case, the threatened coercion 
of Greece would have been an accom- 
plished fact long before this. 

There seem to be but three ways out 
of the present diffioulty. The most 
popular is that the powers must accept 
the offer of Greece to withdraw her 
fleet from Cretan waters and alow her 
army of occupation to remain nom- 
inally under the control of a foreign of- 
ficer outranking Col. Vassos, to be used 
for the pacification of the island, and 
when that is accomplished, a plebiscite 
Shall decide whether the Cretans prefer 
annexation to autonomy. 

The second suggested solution is the 
coercion, real or seeming, of Greece, by 
the blockade of the Greek coasts as well 
as the Island of Crete. This would be 
a dangerous and difficult task. In the 
first place it would require an immense 
fleet, owing to the almost innumerable 
islands composing the Grecian archi- 
pelago to make such a blockade effec- 
tive. Besides, Greece’s reply''to the 
proposition would probably’*bé the 
lighting of the fires of war in, Macedo- 
nia, the beginning of a conflagration 
Which might spread all over Europe. -

George In this present crisis has. un- 
| doubtedly improved his position among 
the Greeks, his abdication would be a 
popular step as the populace has never 
quite forgiven him for being «# for- 
eigner, while his.sons, who were born 
in Greece, are regarded as being one 
of themselves. 

The Crown Prince is known to be a 
trifle jealous of Prince George, the 
sailor prince, second son of King 
George, whom Princess Constantine al- 
Ways objected to be bracketed equal. 
with himself. The Princess, it is ad- 
ded, is said to be furious at Emperor 
William for having sided with the 
Turks against her adopted people. Her 
husband is much admired and respected 
and is of a retiring disposition and is 
disposed to ignore the shouts of the 
populace. Prince eGorge, who is of a 
different temperament, is the popular 
idol and many would prefer him to 
his elder brother, as King of Greece.. 

In any case, the war fever is appar- 
ently subsiding, due no doubt to the 
popular belief that an agreement may 
be reached between the Greek and 
Turkish governments dirctly for the 
settlement of the Cretan question, with- 
out the intervention of the powers. This 
belief, however, does not prevail in 
diplomatic circles. There it {s said that 
the settlement can be arrived at only 
through the powers. There is no doubt 
that the decrease in excitement here 
tends to present matters in a brighter 
light for popular clamor had a deal 
to do with the defiant position as- 
sumed by the Greek goyernment. Eut 
there is no cessation of military prep- 
arations either here or at Salonica. On 
both frontiers’ troops have occupied 
strategic positions and reinforcements 
are being pushed forward night and 
day. The armed peasants on both 
sides are the most dangerous factors 
on the frontiers. An outbreak there 
may occur at any moment and then it 
‘may be beyond human power to stem

The Powers’ Damaging Delay. 
LONDON, March 13.—A dispatch to 
|the Times from Athens says the Cabi- 
net was in session nearly all of yester- 
day (Friday.) The report that the

HUNTINGTON'S SHIPS AND RAIL 


WAYS FEEL ITS LOSS, 
‘ 


Sharp ‘Competition on Ocean and 
Land Drawing Much Basiness 
That Once Came to San Fram- 
cisco to’ Northern Ports. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 12.—The 
Pacific Mail and the Occidental 
Griental Steamship companies, to 
gether with the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, are much concerned over the de- 
cleasing amount’ of trade entering the 
port of San Francisco from the Orient. 
There was a conference between the 
Officials of the lines mentioned in the 
office of C. F. Smurr, general freight 
agent of the Southern Pactfic Com- 
pany, Thursday afternoon, at which 
the traffic situation was discussed at 
considerable length and various pfro- 
posed measures for its. improvement 
discussed. No decisive action was 
taken, however. 

“The trouble lies in the fact that 
there is not enough east-bound busi- 
ness for all the lines now plying to 
and from the Ofient.” said Mr. Smurr, 
in discussing the situation today. “We 
talked over matters, but decided for 
the present to do no more than Wwe 
have been doing of late in the direc- 
tion of fighting for the business, viz.: 
the making of rates in competition with 
the rates via other lines and via the 
Suez route. As matters now stand, 
rates fluctuate with the departure of 
every steamer. Our representatives in 
Yokohama are compelled to make 
rates to meet the rates offered by the 
other lines, and we never know what 
the rates are until the steamer arrives 
here. That does nof evince @ Very 
healthy condition of affairs. but we 
have not as yet discovered any means 
of improving matters.” 

Sie boner said that the new Japan- 
ese steamship line, the Nippon Yusan 
Kaisha; which -connects..with the 
Great Northern Railway at Seattle; 
was getting its share of the east- 
pound freight traffic, a part of which at 
least would otherwise come to San 
Francisco.

In these days of 
high steam and triple-expansion en-. 
gines such an incident would be im- 
possible. 

But that the extreme speed of. 
American ships was the direct out-- 
growth. of ingenuity which was bronght 
into play by protective legislation ia 
favor of, American tonnage, cannot at 
this late.day.be doubted. Whether a 
revivial of a discriminative duty 
levied on goods carried in American 
hulls would be areal benefit to ship- 
builders in this country, may be an 
open question, but it is one that can 
be tested, and, if unsatisfactory, re- 
pealed at short notice. But American 
steamship lines should be subsidized 
by the postal department in all trade 
to and from foreign ports, beyond g 
doubt. The enormous shipping tryde 
of. England. with Australia, India and 
China, is the direct outgrowth of sub-» 
‘sidies and could not have been built 
up under any other system. The great 
subsidies paid by that government to. 
the Peninsular and Oriental line has led 
up to the buildirig of scores of enor- 
mous vessels by that company. They: 
‘built two ships of 4500 tons each in 
1884, two of 5000 each in 1885 and four 
of 6000 tons each in 1887. In 1892 they. 
built two of 8000 tons each, alk ior the 
Australian trade, to say nothing of a 
dozen ships of from 3500 to 5000 tons_ 
each for. theii- trade with India and 
China. Nor was that all. The Orient’ 
line, out of the earnings of their.other 
ships in-waters (known as the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company) built a 
line of Australian packets under a sub- 
sidye aseheavy as that of the old Pa- 
cific and Oriental line; and in 1886 
launched the Ormuz, Orizaba, Oceana 
and Oroya, all of 5500 tons, which were 
supplemented in 1891 with two cther 
ships of 5000 tons each. All these. 
ships carry thle royal mails and are 
commanded by ‘men holding 
sions in the naval reserve. :

A USEFUL LIFE ENDED BY A 
STROKE OF APOPLEXY. 


Found Dena Yesterday Morning in 
His Apartments at the Hollen- 
| beck Hotel,

Snccess of His Career as General 
Manager of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Road—Widespread Grief 

at His Untimely 


Kirtland H. Wade, general manager 
of the Southern California Railway, 
was found dead yesterday morning in 
his rooms at the Hollenbeck Hotel. 
When discovered, the body was lying 
in the bath, completely submerged ex- 
cept one shoulder. Every indication 
pointed to a stroke of apoplexy, which 
had probably caused instant death, 
while Mr. Wade was taking his usual 
hot bath before retiring. 

Such was the startling news which 
spread like wildfire through the city, 
and which was flashed over the wires 
in évery direction long before nogn. 
The shock was the greater because 
very few people knew of Mr. Wade’s 
tendency to apoplexy. When,seen just 


before going to his room, he appeared 


in excellent health and spirits, al- 
though flushed and tired. He _ had 
made arrangements to accompany Pres- 
ident Ripley and party to San Pedro 
yesterday, the train to start from the 
Terminal depot at 9:30 a.m. When 
Mr. Wade did not’ appear at the sta- 
tion, F. B. Henderson, chief clerk. of 
the Southern California Railway, sent 
John Sanders, the colored porter of 
the private car, to remind the busy 
manager of his engagement. ~~ 
reaching the hotel, 
went at once to Mr. Wade's 
ments and knocked at the door. Re- 
ceiving no answer after a series of 
brisk batterings upon the panels, the 
man ran down to the office for help, 
fearing his master might be ill. ‘The 
door was locked and the key left in 
the lock on the inside; so that the 
pass-key was useless. The clerk sent 
up Thomas Porter, one of the bell- 
boys, to find some way of. entering 
the room. Porter climbed through the 
transom and unlocked. door, ad- 
mitting Sanders. 
' The folding-bed was open, but had 
not been occupied, and the room was 
in order. Sanders rushed to the door 
of the adjoinjng bathroom, and then 
recoiled, overcome with horror by 
what he saw. Help was called at once, 
and the room was soon (filled with 
friends of the dead man, P. W. Ross, 
special agent of the Southern Califor- 
nia road, was in the h@tel at the time 
the sad discovery was made, and at 
once notified the other railroad officials.

MR. WADE’S CAREER. . 

Mr. Wade was considered the ablest 

man in the Santa Fé system and one 


of the best managers of. transportation 


in the United States. He was one of 
the most loyal friends that Southern 
California ever had, never losing his 
firm belief in the great future of this 
country or slacking his efforts for its 
improvement and advertisement. He 
came in the time of the greatest finan- 
cial depression, just after the collapse 
of the boom, to take the position of 
General Manager of the Southern Call- 
fornia road. He was fresh from suc- 
cessful managership in the East, and at 
once devoted all his energies to the 
improvement of the Southern California 
line. Under his able.management the 
road was brought to a high standard 
of excellence. Not only was its physi- 
cal condition kept in good shape, but 
its business was greatly developed un- 
der the broad line of policy that took 
in the general good of the country as 
being the greatest good of the road. 
Aside from his many duties in the 
direct line of railroad improvement, 
Mr. Wade found time to take a deep 
interest in the horticultural develop- 
ment of: Southern California. He ex- 
perimented largely in citrus and de- 
ciduous fruits upon’ his ranches at 
Highland and San Jacinto, and was the 
first man. to demonstrate that the 
grape fruit could successfully be 
grown in this country. The smallest 
towns upon the Southern California 
line were objects of personal interest 
to the manager, who gave every en- 


wherever he found it and in whatever 
form. 

Among the many improvements made 
on the Southern California line during. 
Mr. Wade's administration may |. be 
counted the magnificent La Grande De- 
pot in Los Angeles; the completion of 
the Kite-shaped track by the build- 
ing of the line from Redlands to High- 
land and Mentone, and the building 
of the road from Inglewood to Santa 
Monica. Many important improvements 
have been made in, the entire system, 
notably the terracing and roofing of 
deep mountain cuts which does away 
with the fear of landslides and: wash- 
outs. Another innovation the 
t or the locomo- 
tives in the place of coal, thus provid- 
ing at once a cheaper fuel and a stim- 
ulus to the development of the oil in- 
dustry. 

In addition to the larger improve- 
ments, Mr. Wade was usually working 
quietly along at-some pet scheme of his 
own. One of the most important of 
these was the solid face of rock which 
has gradually grown along the levee 
of the Los Angeles River, on the side 
of the Santa Fé tracks.

Profits.” 
LOS ANGELES, March 11.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] The following 
from the Boston Budget appeared in 
your paper today, and is hardly a cor- 
rect statement: 


“The profit is greatest when the bank 
rate of interest is least, for the reason 
that the bank receives 10 per cent. less 
in circulation than it deposits in bonds, 
If a bank has a capital of $100,000 it re-. 
caives $90,000 in circulating notes. If 
the bonds are 3% per cent.‘and the com- 
mercial rate of interest 10 per cent., 
there is a loss of 6% per cent. on the 
margin. If the commercial rate is @ 
per cent., then the loss is 2% per cent. 
instead of 6%, as in the previous case.’ 

The article as it is written is certainly 
misleading, as it would lead one to infer 
that a loss instead of a profit, results 
There is of 
course @ loss on the 10-per-cent. mar- 
gin withheld by the government, but it 
is more than-overcome by the interest 
accruing from the bonds and circulat- 
ing notes. For example: The bank re- 
ceives the 3% per cent. on its. $100,000 
of government bonds, or $3500. On the 
$90,000 of circulating notes, it receives 
(if the commercial rate is 10 per cent.) 
$9000, a total of $12,500 per annum on a 
capital of $100,000. Whereas, if the orig- 
inal $100,000 were loaned out direct at. 
the same rate of interest, but $10,000 
would result, or $2500 less than by tak-

A gentleman, now a resident of Los 
Angeles, who formerly had an olive 
grove in Santa Clara county, found the 
same difficulty in regard tothe setting 
of the fruit. The trees blossomed all 
right, but very little fruit came. This 
he attributed to hot, dry winds, de- 
stroying the blossoms. 
California that is adapted to the culture 
of the olive on a commercial scale is 
an interesting one, and it would be 
well if some reliable statistics could be 
gathered on the subject. _ 


Pomelo Culture. 

A Florida paper tells of a sale by a 
grower in that State of 186 boxes of po- 
melos for $1800 cash. The high prices 
that have been paid for the pomelo, or 
grape fruit,. during the past yéar, ,ow- 
ing to the destruction of the Florida 
crop by frost, have led to quite a boom 
in the business of planting pomelo trees 
in this section, and it is said that no 
less than 3000 acres have been planted 
to the fruit this season. It cannot be 
expected that when these trees come 
into bearing prices will keep up to the 
present high figures, but the pomelo as 
a dietetic food appears to. have come 
to stay, and there is little doubt that 
there will be a steady increase in*the 
demand from now on, as its virtues be- 
come better known and recognized. 
Many who have tried this fruit declare. 
that it is a most valuable remedy for 
dyspepsia and other stomach troubles. 
At present the price at Which it is 
sold is almost prohibitory, but there 
is likely to be a considerable drop 
within a year or two. 

The planting of the pomelo in this 
section will be an advantage, as it will 
occupy some lands that might other- 
wise be planted to oranges, and will 
thus tend to lessen the competition in

“We respectfully beg to state that 
in our estimation the California lemon 
is the ‘lemon of the future.’ Realizing 
this fact, we have for the past five or 
six years made it a special point to 
advertise andintroduce them in our 
territory, and the results of this have 
been highly satisfactory. : 

“There are quite a number of pack- 
ers in your State, as for instance, the 
Crocker-Sperry Company, Santa Bar- 
bara; N. W. Blanchard, Santa Paula; 
B. A. Woodward, North Ontario; D. 
S. Bentley, Azusa; J. W. Scott, Glen- 
dora; Harleigh Johnston, Santa Bar- 
bara, and many others, who have care- 
fully studied the subject of. curing, 
grading and packing lemons for a 
good many years, and whose brands 
are today known by almost everybody 
in the fruit trade west of the Missis- 
sippi River;, and to some extent in 
leading markets east of there. Their 
fruit is carefully graded, and the first 
selections generally sell well alongside 
of the best .Messina lemons at about 
the same prices. 3 

“During the past couple of years 
most of the California lemons have ar- 
rived in sound condition, and have re- 
mained that way for a good many 
weeks after, clearly demonstrating that 
their keeping quality has been im- 
proved upon. either the retailér nor 
the consumer has any fault to find 
with the quality and ‘flavor of Cali- 
fornia lemons, and will buy them read- 
ily on an even basis. 

“We would strongly recommend pack- 
‘ers to folfow. the system. of ‘individual 
brands;’ to usé the utmost care in grad- 
ing and selecting the fruit, and not to 
mark anything fancy or choice unless 
the quality of the fruit, according to 
their own conviction. deserves it. 

“In regard to sizes: Small lemons 
are objectionable and only 300s and 360s | 
should be sent East, unless fruit should 
be very scarce and high. The extremely 
low prices of Sicily lemons realized at | 
auction sales at Atlantic. seaports of 
late, seem to have made it impossible 
for California packers to compete in 
any of the markets east of the Rocky“ 
Mountains. There seems to be but two 
ways to remedy this—reduced cost of 
transportation and labor. If a box of 
lemons can be transported ‘at a_ profit 
to railroad companies. from California 
to the Atlantic coast at about $1 per 
box, there is no reason why it should 
cost the same amount to the Missouri 
River or Mississippi River. Two-thirds 
of that rate should be enough, and 
this would give California,a chance to 
supply most of the trade west of the 
Mississippi, which we think 18 all jit 
would be able to take care of for the 
next year or two. 

“At the present time the cost of 
transportation from New York to points 
on the Mississippi River amounts to 
about 65 cents per box on Sicily lem- 
ons, and from New Orleans about 50 
cents. During the height of the lemon 
season cuts in freight rates are of fre- 
quent occurrance, materially reducing 
the above figures. Labor, of course, is 
a commodity regulated by the supply 
and demand, and will not stand much. 
of a reduction unless there ie a sur- 
plus.” 


The Russian Thistle. 

Last year: quite a discussion was 
aroused among farmers in Southern 
California regarding the danger to be 
anticipated from the spreading of the 
Russian thistle, which was found ina 
few sections of Southern California, 
notably in the Antelope Valley. This 
weed made gre&t inroads in Nebraska, 
where two years ago the Nebraska Leg- 
islature passed a Dill placing a pfe- 
ymaium on the destruction of the thistle. 
Recent advices from that State an- 
nounce that the bill has been repealed. 
| A few years ago 
to spring up everywhere in defiance 
of all: laws governing other vegetation, 
and many agriculturists were alarmed 
lest the weed should drive out more. 
valuable but less thrifty vegetation. 
Legislation was advocated to check the 
growth of the thistle, and in many 
States laws similar to the one in Ne- 
braska were passed. But despite all 
claims of the Federal Agricultural De- 
partment that the-thistle was -some- 
thing to be dreaded, and that if not 
ohecked it would destroy all the west- 
ern part of the United States, as | far 
as farming was concerned, the reverse 
has proved true. The rank growth ap- 
peared to die in one or two seasons as 
mysteriously as it came, and the sur- 
roundin® vegetation suffered little. 
Then, in some sections, the dried weed 
was chopped up fine and fed to cattle 
with very satisfactory results, and in 
other sections the farmers gathered the 
thistle into large piles and. burned the 
bunches for fuel in their homes. Then 
several thrifty farmers made bales of 
thistles and sent them to the nearest 
mills to be tried as fuel. They were a 
great success, and several contracts 
were made by Nebraska mills for all 
that could be supplied. 


A Lemon Pest. 

According to a San Diego exchange, 
new lemon pest is noted by” ‘Horti- 
culture Commissioner Gunnis of San 
Diego county. This gentleman states 
that it came from Florida, and is very 
destructive. It is microscopically small, 
measuring but 1-200 of an inch in 
length, and as many as 70,000 have 
been under the glass, on one leaf. Al- 
though wingless, it is very migratory. 
The pest feeds on the essential oil of 
the fruit, and the plant, and not on the 


epidermis, as the red spider, but other- 
wise the action the same. One 
3 Of whale oj] soap to five p 
of water is a good destroyer of this in- 
sect, and kerosene emulsion i8 also fine. 
Sulphur is of no good, on account of the 
climate. 


Pine Tar Injurious, 


PASADENA (Cal.,) March 8, 1897.— 
[To the Editor of The Times:] An 
article in a recent issue of an agricul- 
tural journal favored the application 
of pine tar to cuts made in pruning 
trees. A previous unfortunate experi- 
ence of your correspondent prompts a 
warning to fruit growers. Although 
in this case the tar was combined with 
a large percentage of beeswax, the 
green wood of the tree to which it was 
applied-soon absorbed it. The vitality 
of the wood Was destroyed, as the tar’ 
penetrated deeply, and in all direc- 
tions under the bark, which latter did 
not so soon absorb it as did the wood, 
therefore the damage progressed un- 
seen.

Sheep for’ Mutton. 
_ The following article by a staff con- 
tributor of The Times deserves careful 
attention on part of California farmers, 
and especially sheep men: 

It seems to me,’ sometimes, cs if 
the sheep-farmers in the southern part 
of this State filled Napoleon’s defini- 
tion of the Bourbons, “They learn 
nothing and forget nothing.” You will 
hear them tell of what an injury the 
Wilson tariff has been to them, in 
that they could get nothing for their 
wool and were obliged to sell their sheep 
for mutton; and that they could get 
next to nothing for their sheep because 
their sheep were so small. 'The remedy 
lies within their own reach—let them 
go to work and produce a nigher grade 
of mutton sheep, instead of-a lot of lit- 
tle things that will’ not dress over 
forty-eight pounds, or sixty, at the 
very fattest. The New Zealand farmers 
who sell mutton to English consumers 
send their carcasses of mutton 18,000 
miles around Cape Horn, or 9200 miles 
through the Suez Canal, to its market 


cpld-storage compartments, and then 


it is sold for an average of 8 cents per 
pound. Contrast that with the prices 
the butchers have to pay here for 
sheep when. they sell mutton chops and 
loin mutton for never less than 20 cents 
per pound at retail. 

And such mutton as it is, too; lean 
and scrawny enough for old Cassius 
himself. -You-go into a chophouse- in 
Auckland, —Weltington, Dunedin or 
Wanganui, and call for mutton chops 
for lunch. They bring you a couple of 
them nicely grilled, but, unless . you 
have an extraordinary good appetite, 
one of them makes a meal for you. 
Here you have to eat three of four of 
them and-then you are not always sat- 
isfied. There is no earf&aly reason why 
_Wwe should not have just as: fine mutton. 
*hereas in England or New Zealand, and 
we will have it whenever we get the 
big sheep. You can buy the bucks from 
$16 to $35 in Auckland or Wellington 
at almost any season of the year, Oc- 
tober and November prices being the 
lowest. 

We certainly have as good and nu- 
tritive food at all seasons a3 they have. 
Our mountains afford good pasturage 
up to the ist of August in crdinary 
years, and, this year, owing to the un-

But here is «ne thing atowt the 
average New Zchandelaar—I should say, 
the New Zealander. He goes at his 
work systematically, which cannot be 
said of the average California sheep- 
grower. Our sheep, m are, as a rule, 
men of very little order or inethod in 
their business. Let thm once adopt the 
same systematic ways of doing business 
that our fruit*growers have,, and they 
will find their profits: perceptibly in- 
creased. My own idea is that, owing 
to the time it will take to recover from 
the blow dealt the wool industry by the 
pw ion tariff, it will pay our sheep 
men better to breed for the 
for wool, especially if they will breed 
from large New Zealand rams that will 
breed weathers to dress from eighty to 
ninety-five pounds. When a man has 
fat sheep to sell that will dress at such 
weight as that he need not care 
whether they have any wool on them 
or not. The New Zealand sheep, as I 
intimated in a former letter, is a mon- 
grel, starting on a flat-tailed breed 
from China, next a breed from the Cape 
of Good Hope, followed by succeeding 

portation of coarse-wooled. English 
breeds,. such as Leicester, Shropshire, 
and\Cotswold. Dr. Edwards, the veter- 
inary.of Santa Monica, is a good deal 
better posted on the New Zealand sheep 
thama I am, and could supply thorcugh 
information on a great many pdints 
wherein I am radically dejicient. A let- 
ter from him on this subject would, I 
am.sure, be. very instructive. 

The idea of getting high prices for 
both wool and mutton, off the same 
identical breed of sheep is something 
that has alweys appeared ch merical 
to me. Take it up about Chico or Colusa. 
for instance, or inake it Fresno or Mo- 
desto, if you prefer it. There the lay 
of the land is just the same, a rich 
prairie soil where almost fabulous crops 
of beets: or turnips could be grown. 
There it will pay to breed for mutton 
on the New Zealand plan, and a coarse- 
wooled sheep is desirable. Up in the 
far north, in the counties of Shasta, 
Siskiyou,. Trinity, Modoc, Plumas, Ne- 
vada and Sierra, the chances of winter 
feed are so small that the breeder 
should breed chiefly for wool, and the 
Merinos are preferable. Over on the 
north coast, in Humboldt, Del Norte, 
Mendocino, San Mateo, Santa Cruz and 
San Luis Obispo the winters sre s= much 
milder and the gréen grass lasts so 
much later in the Sierra Neveda coun- 
ties, so that a breed founded upon Cots- 
wolds or Shropshires would.do well, as 
clover .Jasts until very late in the season, 
and the trees have a good deal of 
browse on them all through the winter. 
All the deserted logging camps of those 
far northern counties have grown up 
with white clover, and it has become 
seeded far and wide. 

State has not yet been fairly tested.

Methods of 
economy in the use of water occur to 
all who use it in districts where the 
supply is light, but the subject can 
never be thoroughly understood ex- 
cept by those who make themselves 
familiar with the physics of the soil. 
The movement of water in different 
soils has been carefully tested by ex- 
act methods and the results are read- 
ily attainable by all who choose to

It is true that for a while the 
heavy feeding will induce production, 
but the hens will gradually accumulate 
fat until they will cease work alto- 
gether. The objection to the noon meal 
is that the hens will become accus- 
tomed to receiving their food, running 
after the attendant for more* when- 
ever he appears, taking no interest in 


scratching or seeking any portion of | 


their subsistence, and will always ap- 
pear hungry. 

The feeding of three meals a day 
is one of the causes which haive made 
the Light Brahmas appear to some as 
unprofitable.

LAND. In a recent issue of the Angio- 
Californian, a monthly journal pub- 
lished in London, in the interest of im- 
migration to California, W. N. White 
of the firm of W. N. White & Co., fruit 
and general produce brokers of Lon- 
don, makes the following statement in 
regard to the market for California 
eranges in England:

“It would be uselesg to send large 
consignments of Californian oranges to 
this country during the end of Janu- 


ary, February or March, as the Spanish |. 


oranges are so tumerous and. @heap 
that only a limited market could be 
found for Californians. 

“Owing to the action of the-Califor- 
nian merchants petitioning the gov- 
ernment for an increased import tariff, 
-thereby injuring the English grower, an 
unfavorable impression has heen 
formed in the market with regard to 
California fruits, as our farmers are 
suffering considerably through having 
an overstock of potatoes, which they 
are unable to semd to the American 
markets, owing to the. tariff at present 
existing.” 

A representative of the Anglo-Cali- 
fernian afterward visited a mumber of 
retail stores in London and found that 
Washington navels were selling at 
atout 6 cemts each, or 75 cents per 
dozen. while other oranges were selling 
at half the price.

City Orders Street Work Stopped. 
A Public Demonstration to Be 
Held —Southern Pacific Courts 

Santa Barbara. 


SANTA BARBARA, March 12.— 
{Regular Correspondence.] Unless all 
signs fail there is trouble in store for 
Santa Barbara over the labor question. 
Since the committee for the unem- 
ployed formed two factions, failing to 
agree over the wage scale, the feeling 
has been growing more bitter. Now a 
public demonstration is to be held, and 
the consequences are feared. This 
“mass-meeting,” as it is announced, 
is to be in the open air, at the corner 
of State and Ortega streets, at the 
busiest spot in the-city, and on the aft- 
ernoon of the busiest day in the week. 
This. meeting.is called by John Mur- 
ray, Jr., and Dr. Fillmore Moore, two 
pronounced socialists. 

The Moore-Murray faction have been 
working their—followers.on the city. 
streets, hoping to collect a fund and 
to secure v.ages for their men in that 
way. Seven men went to work Mon- 
day on Hollister avenue, cleaning 
weeds from the gutters, filling chuck- 
holes, and .putting it generally in or- 
der. Day by day the number has in- 
creased, and this morning sixteen men 
were at work on the avenue. At 
o’clock today the Street Superintend- 
ent ordered’them to stop work, in t 
fame of the Mayor. .- He told them 
that they could_not look to the city for 
their pay; they told him they did not 
expect aid from the .authorities. It 
was feared, however, that unless the 
officers protested the men might have 
‘legal claims against the treasury. — 

This action on the part of the city 
caused considerable feeling among the 
men, and Saturday afternoon’s demon- 
stration may reflect their temper. The 
socialist end of the committee has held 
out for higher wages than $1 per day.

The 
fire was started in the corner of the } 
shed, and spread fast on the oily 
planks. A man named Stafford, pass- 
ing’ by in a buggy, reported the fire 
at the chemical engine-house, but when 
the firemen came the flames had spread

belonging to Gen. Merrill¥ occupied by 
John M. Craig. Efforts were made to 
Save the house and furniture, about 
half of the latter being rescued from 
the blazing building. But no efforts 
of the firemen could save the house, 
and it was a total loss. Its situation 
in the oil field precluded the possibility 
of carrying insurance. 

By this time the neighboring oil 
tanks were blazing. A 400-barrel tank 
belonging to Brookin, containing about

the fire. A small fuel tank, containing 
about fifteen barrels, also blazed up,
